It will be necessary for the musie lovers
of Pittsburg to decide within a short time
whether our city shall esjoy the sttraction
of popular summer concerts at the Exposi-
tion buildings, next June. The pecessary
engngements of first-class musieal organiza-
tions must be made far in ndvance; and if
the matter is not soon settled the opportunity
will be loxt.

The decision has been left by the Exposi-
tion Board with the peopls. At present
they do not deem 1t proper for the Exposi-
tion society to go into the concert business.
Baut if the musio lovers of the city will raise
s guarantee fond of less than hall the ex-
penses, the Boston Music Hall orchestra
esn be obtained, snd the pleasure of chesp
snd firstciass concerts at & semson of the
wesr when other amusements are lscking,
will be extended to the Pittsburg publie.
Or soy responsible people who wish to
undertake the enterprise for the speculation
in it, can nodonbtedly make arrangements
with the Exposition society for the use of

It certainly seems that the taste for musie
in Pittsburg ought to be active enongh to
insure the saccess of a projest holding out
such undoubied sttractions.

THE EESULTS OF HIGH LICENSE

Since the Licensd court last met, the peo-
ple of the State have recorded their verdict
that it is not prohivition they want; and so
the Brooks law, which commended itsell
from the stari (o those who wished an ex-
periment on the middle ground, has out-
lived, in practical usefulnoss st least, the
doctrines of those extremista who could see
no merit in it Eecent oriticlsm and fault-
finding with high license us administered
may be classed under two heads: (1) the
objection that a too rigid spplieation of the
discretion of the court, a5 in Allegheny
county last year, leaves too few malooms to
necommodute the bibulous, and (2) that o
supply the deficiency the “speak-easy”” has
sprung up and multiplied, to the disad-
vantage of public order.
‘Whatever there may be in these sugpes-
tious—and thut they have been elaborated
for all there is in them is evident—the faet
is that high license has worked well enough
to justify the expectations of those who [fs-
vored the Brooks law, Itis quite possible
that & greater sumber of licenses might be
safely granted, and that in some distriots i
may promote convenience snd oven lossun
the linbility to disorder to allow sach an in-
crease; but, on the whole, the supervision of
the business vested in the courts has been
of distinct value in reducing former mum-
bers and iz impressing upon persons taking
out license their obligation to conduet the

the old plan of
judicial supervision, the gities of the
Btate were over-run with taverns,
large proportion of which there was
centive to do other than make the
money out of their customers, The
examination by the courts has changed
that; and if the high license system has not
yet reached the point at which it pleases
everybody, it is at least the moss satisfactory
system that Pennsylvania has yet had.
There is no delect that can arise in its local
application which time and experience will
not enable to be fally corrected.

The coming session of the Allegheny
County Court will find the applications
greatly increased. There will probably be
some increase in the number of licenses
granted; but it is guite unlikely that the
pendulum will swing st once io the other
extreme, from issuing too few to issming too
many; #o that there are surs to be more dis-
sppointed than successful applicants,

From these figures it appears
that ooke in Birmingham is guoted at from
$8 75 to §10 per ton; while even the romored
sdvanoe of furnace coke in the Connellaville
distriet wonld only make the price st Pits-
burg §2 80 per ton. Coal, for forge pur-
poses in England, is quoted at $3to §5 12
nnd slack from §1 874 0 32.  Loesl guota-
tions make the price of wholesale ooul in
the river §1 47. Slack coal here is so cheap
s commodity that it does not appesr in the
market reports, and its price may be guessed
at as in the vieinity of §L

These are most vital figures. Bo long as
Pittsburg can retain such an advantage over
Eagland io the price of the fuel which isthe
foundation of all msnufsctures, and espec-
inlly of the iron Industry, neither the
cheaper lnbor nor the start which Bagland
msy have io the markets of the world, can
overcome the progress of our city. The
